*  1 .  July  1 , 201  5:  LASAN  shall  develop  a  plan  for  the  deployment 
of  a  new  Clean  Streets  Strike  Team  for  clean-up  in  the 
neighborhoods  where  most  needed. 

•  2.  August  1,  2015:  LASAN  shall  develop  a  plan  for  increasing  the 
number  of  City-owned  trash  receptacles  by  1 ,250  in  FY  2015-1  6. 

•  3.  October  1, 2015:  LASAN,  in  conjunction  with  Board  of  Public 
Works  (BPW)  and  Office  of  Community  Beautification  (OCB),  shall 
develop  a  street-by-street  cleanliness  assessment  system  to  guide  the 
deployment  of  City  services. 

*  4.  November  1, 2015:  BPW,  in  conjunction  with  LASAN,  OCB, 
Bureau  of  Street  Services  and  the  Police  Department,  shall  develop 
a  plan  to  maximize  the  enforcement  of  laws  regarding  the  illegal 
dumping  of  waste.

An  ordinance  amending  Section  56.1 1,  Article  6,  Chapter  V.  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Municipal  Code  to  regulate  the  storage  of  personal  property  in  public  areas. 

THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  CITY  OF  LOS  ANGELES 
DO  ORDAIN  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Section  1 .  Section  56.1 1  of  the  Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  is  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

SEC.  56.11.  STORAGE  OF  PERSONAL  PROPERTY. 

1  Declaration  of  Legislative  Intent  -  Purpose.  The  City  enacts  this 
section  to  balance  the  needs  of  the  residents  and  public  at  large  to  access  clean  and 
sanitary  public  areas  consistent  with  the  intended  uses  for  the  public  areas  with  the 
needs  of  the  individuals,  who  have  no  other  alternatives  for  the  storage  of  personal 
property,  to  retain  access  to  a  limited  amount  of  personal  property  in  public  areas.  On 
the  one  hand,  the  unauthorized  use  of  public  areas  for  the  storage  of  unlimited  amounts 
of  personal  property  interferes  with  the  rights  of  other  members  of  the  public  to  use 
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LAMC  56.1 1 

LASAN  is  charged  by  serving  as  the  Designated  Administrating 
Agency  (DAA):  LAMC  56.1 1.11. 

•  LASAN  develops  the  LAMC  56.1  1  protocols  to  be  used  by  the 
City  for  the  process  and  enforcement  of  Personal  Property  in 
Public  Areas.

Definitions 

•  HOMELESS  ENCAMPMENT  —  are  locations  where  one  or  more 
homeless  people  live  or  store  personal  property  in  an 
unsheltered  area.  (CalEPA,  CalRecycle  Defined). 

•  PERSONAL  PROPERTY  —  Defined  in  Los  Angeles  Municipal 
Code  56.1  1,  means  any  tangible  property,  and  includes  but  is 
not  limited  to,  goods,  materials,  merchandise,  Tents,  tarpaulins, 
bedding,  sleeping  bags,  hammocks,  personal  items  such  as 
household  items,  luggage,  backpacks,  clothing,  documents  and 
medication. 
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LAMC  56.1 1  Definitions 

Definitions 

•  PUBLIC  AREA(S)  -  Defined  in  Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code 
56.1  1,  means  all  property  that  is  owned,  managed  or 
maintained  by  the  City,  except  property  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Department  of  Recreation  &  Parks  which  is  governed  by 
Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  63.44,  and  shall  include,  but  is  not 
limited  to,  any  street,  medial  strip,  space,  ground,  building  or 
structure. 


LAMC  56.1 1  Definitions 

Definitions 

•  UNATTENDED  —  Defined  in  Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  56.1  1 
means  no  Person  is  present  with  Personal  Property  who  asserts 
or  claims  ownership  over  the  Personal  Property.  Conversely, 
property  is  considered  “Attended”  if  a  Person  is  present  with 
the  Personal  Property  and  the  Person  claims  ownership  over  the 
Personal  Property. 

•  LAW  ENFORCEMENT  OFFICER  —  Any  appointed  governmental 
employee  with  Peace  Officer  arrest  authority  listed  under 
California  Penal  Code  Section  830.

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SCENARIOS 


HEALTH  HAZARD, 

•  Materials  are  considered  to  be  health  hazards  when  there  is  statistically 
significant  evidence  based  on  at  least  one  study  conducted  in  accordance  with 
established  scientific  principles  that  acute  or  chronic  health  effects  may  occur  in 
exposed  persons.  This  includes  chemicals  that  are  toxic,  etc.
